(x) taking away answer sheet/,shorthand notes typing 
scripts with him/her from the examination hall or 
passing it on to unauthorised person/persons during 
the conduct of the examination, or 


Ixi) harassing or doing bodily harm lo the staff employ¬ 
ed by the commission for die conduct of their exa¬ 
minations, or 

(xii) violating any of the instructions issued lo the candi¬ 
dates aiongwith Iheir Admission Certificates permitt¬ 
ing them io take the examination, or 

(xiii) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the Commission of all or any of the acts 
specified in the foregoing clauses. 


May. in the addition, to rendering himself liable to crimi¬ 
nal prosecution be liable :— 

(a) lo be disqualified by the Commission from the exa¬ 
mination for which he is a candidate, Gl¬ 
ib) to be debarred either permanently or for a specifi¬ 
ed period. 

(c) by the Cbmmiscsion' from any examination or selec¬ 
tion held by them; 

(d) by the Central Government, from any employ¬ 
ment under them; and 

(e) to disciplinary action undei ‘he appropriate rules. 

It). .After the examination, the candidates will be arrang¬ 
ed by the Commission in five separate lists, in the order 
of merit, as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded 
to each candidate and in that order so many candidates as 
are found by the Commission to be qualified by the examin¬ 
ation shall be recommended for appointment upto the number 
of unreserved vacancies decided to be filled on the results 
of the examination in respective cadres/service. 

Ihe candidates belonging to any of Scheduled Castes or

NOTE ; Candidate should clearly iindcR-.Und that this is 
a competitive and not a qualifying examination, The number 
of persons to be appointed to Grade ‘D’ of the service on 
ihe results of the examination is entirely within the com¬ 
petence of Government lo decide. No candidate will, there¬ 
fore, have any claim for appointment as a Stenographers' 
Grade 'O’ on the basis of his performance in this examina¬ 
tion as a matter of light. 

11. The form and manner ol Communication of the result 
of the examination to individual candidate! shall be decided 
by the commission m their discretion and trie commission 
will not enter into correspondence with them regarding the 
result. 


12. Success in the examination confers no right to selec¬ 
tion, unless the Government are satisfied, after uuch enquiry 
as may be considered necessary, that the candidate, having 
regard to_ rii« conduct in service, is suitab’e in all respect; 
for selection. 


A candidate who, after applying for admission to the exa¬ 
mination or after appearing al it, resigns his appointment 
or otherwise quits the service or severs his connection with 
it, or whose services are teiminatcd by his Department or 
who is appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another ecivice 
on transfer and does not have a lien in the cadre /service 
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concerned will not be eligible for appointment on the remit, 
of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a candida'e, who has 
been appointed on deputation to an ex-e.tdic post with 
the approval ot (the competent authority.
